School Budget Hearings on Thursday; 
Public Invited to Discuss Outlays 


Thursday night is school budget hearing nights. 


In the Upland Elementary 


school auditorium and in the 


Chaffey junior college office, school board members will be 
present to discuss the budget with any and all interested tax- 


payers. 

Cost of operating the Upland 
schools during 1940-41 is estimat- 
ed at $80,780. Of this amount, 
$29,318 is to come from local 
taxes. Remainder of the total 
needed will come principally from 
the state sales tax. 

Chaffey high school proposed 
expenditures for the year are 
$357,375. Chaffey junior college 
costs for the year are estimated 
at $215,500. Of the combined 
Chaffey high school and jaysee 


costs, $212,687 is to come from | 


local taxpayers direct. The re- 
mainder will come from the state 
sales tax, tuition and from other 
sources. 

Total “local” cost of maintain- 
ing Chaffey high school and jun- 
ior college, the Upland schools, 
and the elementary schools in 
Alta Loma, Cucamonga and Eti- 
wanda during 1940-41 is $235,513. 
This figure includes the amount 
necessary to be raised in local
